Real estate operators of Dongan Hills offer their clients an unobstructed view 
of the open ocean. An extensive summer colony has developed along the 
wide, sandy beaches. But the district, as a whole, is not thickly settled. There 
are wide expanses of open land. The district is growing, however — more 
than any other Staten Island neighborhood. Family population increased 45 
per cent between 1930 and 1940. Most of the families are in the middle- 
income group, but there are many of lower incomes. Adjoining the Richmond 
County Country Club is a large area of fine residences. Dongan Hills has no 
concentrated business section.
